IN the interest of understand* 
trig, appreciation and brother­ 
hood, Christian parents and their 
children should know about auch 
religious holidays as the Jewish 
New Year. The followup facts I 
obtained from Rabbi Carl Manti* 
lo, of Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 
The Jewish New Year Is cele­ 
brated thll year on September 
12th. The holy day of the New 
Year la officially ushered In by 
the lighting of candles by the 
mother of the house on the eve 
of the New Year. The candles are 
lit .ho that the Ne-/ Year may be­ 
gin with light and Joy. The fam­ 
ily then proceeds to the syna­ 
gogue for the evening worship. 
At the conclusion of the services 
the worshippers exchange with 
earh other the greeting: “May 
0od Inscribe you for a good year/* 
Family Rely Day 
When the family returns from 
tim services, the table is set for a 
festive family meal. At the head 
of the table lie two breads baked 
in the shape of a ladder and a 
crown. "The ladder Is to remind 
us that on New Year’s Day people 
are Judged by God.” Some are des­ 
tined to climb and prosper while 
others will descend and suffer 
reverses. The crown Is symbolic 
of the kingship of God, which the 
New Year emphasises. 
The sanctity bf the New Year 
holiday Is felt mostly at the ser­ 
vices in the synagogue. This is 
one day when all business estab­ 
lishments are closed, and the 


whole family gathers for worship. 
The prayers of the day consist of 
selections from the writings ot 
great poets and sages over many 
centuries. These selections speak 
In beautiful language of the 
greatness of God and the small­ 
ness of man. They speak of the 
brotherhood of mankind, of the 
Importance of peace, and the 
necessity of leading a moral life. 
"On that day we stress the fact 
that prayer, charity and repent­ 
ance can change an adverse de­ 
cree; It stresses the importance 
of always remembering that man 
comes from the dust, that he is 
like a fragile potsherd, a fleeting 
shadow, a dream that vanishes." 
Ancient Ceremony 
But th# most Impressive mo­ 
ment of the morning service Is 
the Shofar ceremony. A sacred 
hush descends as everyone stands 
waiting for the notes of the hal­ 
lowed instrument made from a 
ram's horn. The Shofar (the 
ram’s horn) Is a holy symbol 
associated with Important his­ 
torical events, lofty Ideas, and 
old and new hopes. The tones of 
the Shofar are the school bells 
of life. They tell us that in th at 
school we are ourselves both 
teacher and pupil. 
On New Year’s Day the Jew, 
therefore, stands before a page 
that Is Irrevocably turned, and 
he must consider Its lesson and 
regard Its teachings. “In this 
manner does that day stir the 
hearts of people to awaken them 
to the essential ■©Ritual aspect* 
of life.”
